Every week one of the junior soccer 
clubs of the Canberra area is our guest. Its 
handpicked boys provide a guard of honour, 
and act as ball boys throughout the after- 
noon. 

Queanbeyan City which today provides 
the boys is one. of the two Queanbeyan 
clubs taking part in the regular junior week- 
end competition. 

The junior club was formed in 1975 by 
two soccer fans, Mr Paul Rallis and Mr 
John Stanley. In that first year of competi- 
tion they fielded one lone team, their 
foundation Under 8s which collected only 
a few points. But in the next year as Under 
9s they became Minor Cup winners. 

In 1977 the Under 10s, who are today’s 
ball boys, became Major Cup winners and 
Premiers and played the whole season with- 
out losing a game, They scored 56 goals 
and had only 4 goals scored against them. 

Since inception, the Club's playing strip 
has been black and red vertical stripes with 
white shorts and red socks. 

The rapid increase in registrations and in 
the number of teams has clearly placed a 
great demand on managers and coaches, 
and we need men of experience to catch up 
with clubs of longer standing. On a number 
of occasions we have had Jim Shoulder 
helping us with coaching. 

Most Queanbeyan City juniors live in 
Queanbeyan. For the first time this year 
the teams are sponsored by Comet Trans- 
port: we hope it will be a great year for us.
